Last week we gave a report of the "pro¬ 
ceedings before Mr. Jap. Fleming,'!nspector 
of Legal Office*, touching the enquiry into 
the conduct of Mr. Jaa. Daly, Police Magi 
strate in the case of Queen va. Benn. We 
present herewith the argument of counsel 
and leave our readora to draw their own 
inference 

in the matter of the investigation into 
the oonduct of Jas. Daly, Esq. P. M. in 
the case of Queen v Benn. 

Argument on behalf of Martin Benn, com 
plainant. 

Mu. W. G. Wit. hon, -1st.—I submit that 
the Judgment, as it appears on record, is 
not warranted by the evidence on record 
(a) that there is no sufficient evidence to 
couviot on the charge of obtaining property 
by false pretences, having regard to the 
testimony given on behalf of the defence, 
which testimony the magistrate must have 
ignored in arriving at the conclusion which 
he did All parties examined at trial on 
behalf of the defence were examined before 
the Commissioner and I confidently rely 
upon his estimate of their candour, (b) 
That the magistrate had no jurisdiction to 
adjudge payment of costs by the accused 
to the prosecutor Wagar — either as a 
penalty (See Criminal Code 787), or by way 
of restitution (See Code 8QB), and I charge 
that the magistrate, in awarding costs to 
the prosecutor, acted illegally. 

2nd—I further submit that the evidence 
adduced before the commissioner abun¬ 
dantly establishes the fact that the decision 
or judgment of the magistrate was not hb 
it appears on record, but was in effect that 
bo found the accused guilty of the cliargo 
and that he (accused) should return tho 
horse and pay all costs, or he would fine 
I him $10 and costs and send him to gaol for 
thirty days, and that he (the magistrate) 
gave the accused hie choice. Also that the 
decisioi. was given on 24th December, and 
that the adjournment till 28th December 
was made at request of the accused in 
order that he might determine which 
alternative to accept, and further that lie 
might cause the matter to be laid before 
the Attorney Genera), which was immed¬ 
iately done. This being the magistrate’s 
decision, I assert that he exceeded his 
jurisdiction—that he had no authority to 
impose payment of costs (See paragraph b 
above)-and that there is no authority for 
imposition of a fine in such case* (Bee 
Criminal Code 787 as to punishment for 
offf^ce charged) and that the fine and iin- 
prisoment was imposed, not as a punish 
roent or & penalty for offence charged, but 
as a penalty, in case of non-complillnce 
with order for restitution, which it is sub¬ 
mitted was illegal. 

3rd. — Accepting, for the Bake of argu¬ 
ment, Mr Daly’s version of what trans 
pired on 24th December, (which in view 
of the other evidence it is very difficult to 
do) I contend that the magistrate’s conduct 
was still more reprehensible. Mr. Dak 
asserts that be gave no judgment unti 
28th December, that on 24tb December, hi 
did not give bis decision or jadgment, bul 
gave what be is pleased to term an intima 
tion to the accused tbat unless he returned 
the horse and paid all costs he (Daly 
would, might, or could (I really cannot] 
remember in giving his evidenoe which 
word he finally decided to adopt) fine him 
110, or send him to gaol for 30 days 
According therefore to Mr. Daly there wai 
on 24th December, no oonViotion, and yel 
he then ordered restitution, and intimated 
what would, might, or oould happen in 
case of default in making restitution in 
manner directed. Id this the magistrate 
acted illegally, as restitution cannot be 
ordered until and unless oonviction made 
(see Criminal Code 803). Such an intima¬ 
tion ooming from a magistrate on tbs 
bench is equivalent to an announcement ol 
hie decision, either tbat or a threat, and 1 
say my client, in aooepting the othei 
alternative, acted under compulsion illegal¬ 
ly and improperly exercised by the 
magistrate.

I h< 
evidence of Mr Daly himself and the 
proceedings taken down by him ut the time 
of the hearing show that no judgment was 
given unless what is appended to the 
evidence might be considered a judgment 
but Mr. Daly explains how it was that be 
camo to append this to the evidence. He 
did it in order, as he thought, to close the 
proceeding* after a demand hid been mndr¬ 
upe n him for a copy cf the proceedings 
At the same time l'submit that the evi 
donee, as it appears on record, would have 
ju*ti!led Mr. Daly in giving judgment 
against the defendant, Martin Benn, in this 
matter. It is alleged by Mr. Wilson in his 
argument that the' magistrate had no 
jurisdiction to adjudge payment of costs by 
tho accused to the prosecutor, Wagar, either 
as a penalty or by way of restitution. Mr. 
Daly, in his evidence, explains exaojR^ 
what took place on tho twenty-fourth of 
December when he intimated to the parties 
that they had better settle this matter 
between themselves pr that if Ife came to 
the conclusion that the defendant watfcniflTy 
he might feel obliged to tine him <10.f9 and 
costa or send him to jail (or thirty days and 
that it would be better for the defendant to 
make restitution by way r of exchanging 
horses and pay the costa and he would 
eodavor to treat it as a first offence by 
which I persume he meant to allow the 
accused to go on suspended sentence on 
giving bis own bonds for good behaviour, 
and thus end the matter. At the same time 
I submit that Mr. Wilson is ^mistaken in 
the view that he takes that the magistrate 
had no jurisdiction to adjudge payment of 
costs by the accused to the prosecutor. 
Wagar, if lie found the accused guilty. The 
sections of the Criminal (’ode to which Mr. 
Wilson refers do not cover this case. He 
refers to section 787 which section relates 
back to sub-sections a and b of sec 1 ion 7»d. 
Bub section a of section 783 is in cane where 
the value of the property does not, in the 
judgment of the magistrate, exceed $L(). 
In this case the vaIuo of tho horse Was 
manifestly more than $10 and this case 
would then coino within the provisions of 
section 780 where the value of the property 
exceeds $10, and tho question of costs wfll 
bo governed by section 832 of the Criminal 
Law where the magistrate has the power 
to inllict tho payment of cost*. 

(2) In answer to Mr. Wilson’s second 
argument this is practically covered liy 
what I said in answer to his first, narm-lv. 
that the evidence adduced before tiio Coni 
missioner does not establish the fact tha} 
the decision or judgment of the magistrate 
was different from what it uppe&rH on rn 
cord, or in other words, that Mr. Dalv did 
not prononnee judgment us is alleged by 
the accused.

reared. With their mythologies and 
histories so Intimately entwined, the 
I bonds of kinship that bind Greece and 
Crete are the most natural concelv- 
'aible. Whatever may be the require-, 
tnents of European politics, the union 
l>f the Island to Greece can be sustain¬ 
ed by every argument of tradition, 
sentiment, kinship, and good order. 

But many centuries have passed 
since Greece and Crete were one. The 
Romans conquered the island In 6S 
B.C., and the 8arac< us In turn obtained 
control In 82.1 In it was retaken 
by the Greeks, but In 1204 the Island 
was sold to the Venetians, then In the 
heyday of their commercial glory. In 
16fl!> the Ottoman Turks cspttmd It 
er a siege of twenty four years. In 
which 200.000 men perished, and rlnco 
then the Island has been under Turkish 
and Moslem rule. During the rt^ne- 
teenth century there has been a steady 
succession of insurrections, and con¬ 
stant appeals to the powers to relieve 
the Christian population from tin- gall¬ 
ing yoke.

A specimen 
was once found attach'd to the hook 
of a fisherman's set line In Bemva 
lake, it having dived nearly U'O f ct 
t j reach the bait. It feed-, on lizards, 
fish, frogs, all kinds of aquatic Insects, 
and the roots of fresh-waur plants, 
usually swallowing Its food under 
water. It Is a very lame bird, about 
three feet In length and spreads Its 
wings fully live feet.

A flood Chicken Coop. 

* Thp Illustration shows a chicken 
coop of my own getting up. says C. W. 
Connor in Practical Farmer, and as 
we have used several of them for five 
or six years we consider them far 
ahead of anything we have seen. Any 
| person handy with tools can make 
, them. The coop Is three feet square, 
, two feet high in front, 18 Inches High 
. In fear. The half of the front end 
’ Is covered with wire screen. 1-l-lneh 
l mesh, the other half Is lath left far 
► enough apart to allow your chicks to 
pass out and in. ThcBc spaces arc 
' closed or left open, as desired. by 
means of two small doors, hung at 
, upper end on two small hinges, and 
hooked up by means of small wire 
’ hook on top of coop, or 1< t down and

J fastened down |J?y means of button at 
» bottom. If the sun is hot. the doors 
I can be left half raised, and se»t on small 
stake, making a nice shade In front of 
coop. The small door at side 1* large 
enough to admit hens. There Is no 
, bottom to the coop, and It can he 
* moved about to fresh, clean ground 
j when wanted. I use 2xJMneh pieces In 
i the corners, and use 12-lnch surfaced 
. boards for body of ooop, always put- 
. ting the dressed side out. 1 painted 
m4ne, and they are Just as good now 


as when made five or six years ago. 

Our plan Is as follows: We leave the 
small door at side open, make a good 
nest In the coop, and soon the hens 
are laying In the nest. When one goe* 
to sitting, we set her In the coop, close 
the little door, also the one over the 
lath and leave the one over the screen 
up for good ventilation. Place plenty 
of feed and water In the coop, also 
dust In one corner, and biddy Is per¬ 
fectly at home. We have raised as 
high as 30 in one coop In this way.

would be little further use for the an¬ 
nual fair. These Interests, then, are 
Interdependent, and each now recog¬ 
nize* the importance of the other-. Per¬ 
fection on either side Is not yet attain¬ 
ed. In the history of associations of 
this kind there is a period when the 
circus element is unduly magnified. 
The public, however, soon become sur 
felted with this sort of thing, and 
then there Is the reaction toward 
more solid and enduring basis, und 
while •still retaining what is best of 
the circus element, and providing lively 
entertainment for all visitors, the more 
important and educational departments 
receive due consideration. That the ex¬ 
hibition of horses ant\ cattle, where 
proper facilities are provided, will at¬ 
tract an audience can not bo disputed 
since the Columbian Exposition, when 
thousands and thousands of interested 
spectators dally occupied scats In the 
magnificent live stock pavilion solely 
to wltnass the horses and cattle parade 
before the Judges. In the more pro¬ 
minent Canadian shows perhaps noth¬ 
ing could «be added that would be as 
mruch appreciated -by both exhibitors 
and the public as would a proper Judg¬ 
ing arena for all classes of horses and 
cattle. At the Toronto Industrial last 
fall an influential body of horse ex¬ 
hibitors urged upon the management 
the absolute necessity of something 
like adequate facilities for letting the 
public see the horses while out In the 
ring. Last year the Missouri State Fair 
held at St. Louis, provided a mag 
nifleent covered pavilion, with seating 
capacity for 30,000 people, where all 
Judging was done, and this was thor- 
oughly appreciated “by th© public. We 
would suggest about the following 
plan: A good-sized oval ring, neatly 
fenced, with 'several tiers of seats ar¬ 
ranged along both sides of the oval;

Transplanting Duxes. 

Seed boxes for annuals that will bear 
transplanting In the spring are usually 
home-made affairs, but the trade offers 
a variety of improved boxes. The chief 
virtue of these purchased boxed is that 
they have a water-tight saucer or long 
trough to catch surplus moisture that 
Is sure to drip through the soil. A 
seed box that will not permit the wa¬ 
ter to escape Is not a good arrange¬ 
ment. The soil at the bottom is sure 
to get muddy and sour in time, am* 
this acts as a prison to the plaints, 
causing rot to begin on all the roots 
that reach down to it. “Wet feet” foi* 
plants are almost as disastrous as for 
human beings,, and the danger must 
be avoided. One of the surest ways 
to prevent the soil from getting sour 
In th« bottom of the seed boxes otf 
pots is to mix charcoal with the under 
layer.

and leaf mold! or rich soil from the'g 
It miggestlone den. The yurface soil should be fin 
sufficient rear pulverized, the .fineness being in p 
Portion to the size of the seeds. Vi 
fine seeds require surface soil that 
pulverised to a powder, while lar
